THE  VALUE  OF  A  CANADIAN  CERTIFICATE  OF 

A  careful  scrutiny  of  Plate  I  shows  that  the  Canadian  certificate  of  registration 
for  the  Clydesdale  stallion  PRIDE  OF  FULLARTON  [136061  was  originally  recorded 
by  the  breeder,  Thomas  Hanson  of  Motherwell,  Ontario,  on  May  31,  1912.  The 
stallion  w  -  afterwards  sold  to  John  Vershine  of  Langham,  Saskatchewan,  on  April  15, 
1913,  and  he  transfer  of  ownership  recorded  in  the  breed  records  at  Ottawa  on  July 
14th  of  the  same  year.     (See  Plate  II.) 

Thp  Saskatchewan  Horse  Breeders'  Act  requires  the  Canadian  certificate  of 
registration  to  be  submitted  with  the  application  for  enrolment  and  it  must  show 
that  the  ownership  of  the  stallion  to  be  enrolled  has  been  recorded  at  Ottawa  in  the 
applicant's  name. 

The  reason  for  this  procedure  is  past  neglect  on  the  part  of  previous  owners  of 
pure  bred  stallions  to  obtain  either  from  the  breeder  or  vendor  they  purchased  from

|)Oster,  whi<li  meets  the  refinirements  of  The  Horse  Breeders'  Act.  The 
owner  of  the  stallion  or  jack  whose  posters  comply  witli  th«'  Act  may 
lawfully  affix  them  in  th«'  (msitions  specified  hy  law,  as  they  will  necessarily 
contain  copies  of  the  animal's  enrolment  certificate. 

Hnrolment  l'irtiJiaUe.-['AiTo\mon\  under  the  provisions  of  The 
Horse  Bn-eders'  Act  is  for  the  punwse  of  uranting  official  recognition 
to  owners  that  their  stallions  have  Ixvn  ix-rmitted  by  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  to  \yo  stood  or  travelled  for  jirofit  or  gain  under  certain  restric- 
tioan  anywhere  in  the  Province  of  Saskatchewan.  (;«'rtificates  of  enrol- 
ment are  granted  in  accordance  with  the  ela.ssification  enumerated  in 
sections  ."),  6  and  7  of  the  Act,  namely : 

(1)  A  certificate  of  pure  bred  enrolment  is  i.s.sued  in  form  B  to  the 
owner  whose  pure  bred  .stallion  is  registered  in  a  stud  l)ook  which  is  recog- 
nised by  the  department.  (For  the  list  of  horse  recording  associations 
whose  stud  books  are  officially  recognis(>d  by  the  authorities  of  the  Cana- 
dian National  Live  Stock  Records,  Ottawa,  Ontario,  see  page  29  of  this 
bulletin.)    See  also  Plates  I  and  II  on  pages  12  and  13  of  this  bulletin.

Route  C'ardu  and  Posters. — Section  U  of  the  Act  deals  verj-  clearly 
with  what  is  required  in  regard  to  advertising  matter  used  in  connection 
with  stallions  but  owners  have  not  always  taken  the  necessarj'  precautioas 
to  sec  that  the  printer  strictly  complies  with  the  Act.  In  many  instance 
route  cards  and  posters  have  had  to  be  done  over  again  In'fore  the  depart- 
ment could  approve;  of  them,  and  this  extra  work  entailed  additional 
expense  and  loss  of  time  as  the  horses  could  not  Ik)  lawfully  .stood  or 
travelled  while  their  bills  were  in  open  violation  of  the  al)ove  mentioned 
section.  The  following  requirements,  the  Act  says,  shall  lie  observed 
and  complied  with  by  every  i>erson  offering  the  service  of  any  .stallion  for 
breeding  ptirposes: 

(1)  The  true  description  of  the  stallion  as  a  pure  l)red,  grade,  cross 
bred  or  scrub  animal  shall  \h'  printed  immediately  above  or  below  the  name 
of  such  stallion  in  letters  at  least  one  inch  in  height  and  of  bold  type. 

(2)  No  illustration,  pedigree,  description  or  other  matter  that  is 
untruthful  or  misleading  shall  be  used  in  any  such  bill,  rioster  or  adver- 
tisement. 

(3)  Every  such  bill,  ijoster  or  advertisement  i^isued  shall  contain 
a  true  copy  of  the  certificate  of  enrolment  for  the  current  year  of  the  stallion 
referred  to  therein  and  any  such  copy  shall  occupy  at  least  one-quarter  of 
such  bid,  poster  or  advertisement.     (See  Plate  III,  page  17). 

(4)  Two  copies  of  everj'  such  bill,  poster  or  advertisement  shall  be 
mailed  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  Regina,  by  the  person  or  firm 
employed  to  print  or  publish  the  same. 

l<\irthermore,  section  10  states  that  the  production  of  any  bill,  poster 
or  other  printed  or  WTitten  matter  advertising  any  stallion  for  public 
service  shall  be  prima  facia  evidence  iliat  such  bill,  poster  or  other  adver- 
tising matter  was  used  to  advertise  the  stallion  named  and  described  therein 
by  or  with  the  consent  of  the  owner  of  the  said  stallion.

The  Specimen  St..llion  Poster. 

Plate  III  is  a  half  tone  reproduction  from  the  original  specimen 
st^alhon  poster,  which,  when  photographed,  measured  21  inches  long  bv 
14  inches  wide.  This  illustration  shows  that  the  requirements  called  for 
m  paragraph.s  (1)  to  (3)  of  section  0  of  The  Horse  Breeders'  Act  respect- 
ing route  cards  and  posters  have  been  carefully  fulfilled. 

The  attention  of  the  reader  is  respectfully  called  to  paragraph  (1) 
of  the  section  of  the  Act  in  question,  and  he  will  see  on  referring  to  Plate 
m  that  the  classification  of  the  stallion  COCO  VIII  is  given  as  "pure  bred  " 
1  he  two  words  "pure  bretl"  are  printed  in  letters  as  big  and  heavy  faced 
as  the  name  of  the  horse  and  these  are  in  proportion  to  the  rest  of  the 
type  used  in  the  origin-U  po.ster  and  are  at  least  one  inch  in  height  and  of 
l)Old  type. 

Paragraph  (2)  of  the  same  section  of  the  Act  is  amply  explained 
and  reac  s  as  follows:  "This  space  is  usually  occupied  by  an  illustration 
presumably  purporting  to  be  a  photograph  of  the  stallion  advertised 
Often  there  is  not  the  faintest  resemblance  between  the  actual  horse  and 
the  Illustration.  Unless  a  good  picture  ot  the  actual  horse  is  available 
It  IS  better  not  to  use  any  illustration  at  all.  The  Horse  Breeders'  Act 
torhids  the  use  of  any  misleading  illustration." 

The  next  important  requirement  called  ^or  is  that  of  paragraph  (3)  of 
section  9  of  the  said  Act.  On  referring  to  Plate  III  the  reader  will  see  at  a 
glance  that  at  least  one-quarter  of  the  total  space  available  on  the  specimen 
stallion  poster  illustration  is  occupied  with  the  lull  wording  of  the  enrol- 
ment certificate  and,  therefore,  it  necessarilv  complies  with  the  reouire- 
ments  of  the  Act  in  that  respect. 

For  the  convenience  of  horsemen  a  special  edition  of  the  specimen 
stallion  po.ster  has  been  printed  and  a  copy  will  be  mailed  to  each  printing 
oflice  in  haska  hewan  in  ample  time  to  prepare  posters  for  the  use  of 
owners  of  stallions  during  the  breeding  season  of  1914.  Anv  owner  of  a 
stallion  desiring  a  copy  of  the  specimen  stallion  poster  may 'procure  one 
free  of  charge,  on  writing  to  the  Live  Stock  Commissioner,  Department 
of  Agriculture,  Regina. 

Owners  to  Report  Deaths  of  Stallions. -Section  1 1  requires  that  the  death 
of  any  stallion  enrolled  under  The  Horse  Breeders'  Act  shall  promptly  be 
reported  by  the  owner  to  the  department  and  the  certificate  of  enrol- 
ment of  such  stallion  shall  be  returned  to  the  department  with  such 
report.     This  has  been  already  done  in  a  number  of  cases  since  August  1 , 

Service  Lien  Registration.— This  important  matter  is  dealt  with  in 
sections  12  and  13  of  the  Act.  Owners  of  pure  bred  stallions  only  are 
privileged  to  file  a  hen  on  the  offspring  of  their  stallions,  and  may  do 
so  in  the  following  manner:  That  such  owners  must  hold  a  current  pure 
bred  enrolment  certificate  and  such  owners  may  either  by  themselves 
or  through  their  agents  file  in  the  office  of  the  registration  clerk  of  the 
judicial  district  in  which  the  owner  of  the  mare  served  resides  any  time 
within  twelve  months  after  such  service  has  been  performed  a  statutory 
declaration  setting  forth  (a)  the  fact  of  such  service;  (6)  a  reasonabk 
description  of  the  mnre  served;  (c)  the  name  and  residence  of  the  ovmer 
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of  such  mare;  [d)  the  amount  of  tlic  service  due;  and  (c)  that  the  service 
fee  has  not  heen  paid.  The  fe(>  for  registering  this  lien  is  twenty-five 
cents  and  is  i)ayal)Ie  to  the  registration  ch-rk  of  the  judicial  iJistrict  in 
which  the  hen  is  filed.  See  inset  map  showing  areas  of  judicial  districts 
of  Saskatchewan. 

The  following  form  of  affidavit  may  be  used  to  advantage  in  filing 
a  lien  for  service  under  The  Horse  Breeders'  Act,  as  this  procedure  is  all 
that  is  necessary  to  insure  lawful  protection  for  the  collection  of  fees 
due  to  stallion  owners.

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If  it  were  seen  fit  to  open  a  record  for  French  Draft  horses  in  Canada 
it  is  highly  improbable  that  the  National  French  Draft  Record  could 
be  recognised  because  they  accept  for  registration  Percheron  horses  as 
well  as  other  French  Draft  breeds.  There  is  already  established  in  Canada 
a  stud  book  for  Percheron  horses  and  the  Act  respecting  the  Incorporation 
of  Live  Stock  Record  Associations  under  which  the  Canadian  Record 
Associations  are  incorporated  does  not  allow  the  establishment  of  more 
than  one  record  for  a  breed.     (See  page  25.) 

The  Canadian  Home  Register.— Thv  registrar  of  this  record  is  Jas, 
A.  Livingstone  of  Grimsby,  Ontp-io.    The  Canadian  Horse  Register  was 
established  by  the  late  E.  King  Jodds  of  Toronto,  and  maintained  in 
connection  with  the  Canadian  Sportsman,  which  he  edited,  and  in  the  files 
of  which  all  the  records  are  contained.    We  are  not  aware  that  the  pro- 
prietor of  this  register  ever  claimed  that  it  was  a  record  for  pure  bred 
animals  only.    The  avowed  object  was  to  keep  a  record  of  the  grade  horses 
with  trotting  blood  in  their  veins,  the  progeny  of  which  would  be  eventually 
qualified    for  standard  registration  with  a  minimum  of  trouble.     The 
present  difficulty  is  that  many  horse  owners  do  not  understand  the  nature 
of  this  record.    Many  uninformed  men  assume  that  registration  in  this 
register  signifies  that  a  horse  is  pure  bred.     Such  is  not  necessarily  the 
case.    There  appears  to  be  no  fixed  standard  for  registration  in  this  record. 
Furthermore,  the  countenancing  of  the  mixing  up  of  pacing  bred  and 
trotting  bred  stock  in  grading  up  on  the  maternal  side  under  the  present 
rules  of  the  Canadian  Standard  Bred  Society,  postpones  for  all  time  to  come 
the  day  when  the  progeny  will  be  eligible  for  standard  registration  in  the 
regular  way.     (See  page  42,  Plate  X.) 

As  the  only  Canadian  certificates  recognised  as  indicating  pure 
breeding  are  the  records  kept  at  Ottawa,  Canadian  Horse  Register  certifi- 
cates, when  received  by  the  oflScers  of  the  agricultural  departments  in 
the  west,  are  invariably  forwarded  to  Ottawa  for  registration.  In  not  a 
single  instance  that  has  come  under  our  observation  has  one  of  these 
horses  been  eligible  for  registration  in  either  the  American  Trotting 
Register  or  the  Canadian  Standard  Bred  Stud  Book.  Of  course,  the  pro- 
prietors of  the  Canadian  Horse  Register  do  not  claim  that  registration 
m  their  book  qualifies  for  registration  in  the  American  Trotting  Register, 
but  innocent  purchasers  all  over  the  country  are  })uying  the.se  horses, 
supposing  them  to  be  standard  bred. 

It  may  be  noted  here  that  the  basis  of  the  Canadian  Standard  Bred 
Stud  Book  kept  at  Ottawa  is  the  American  Trotting  Register  and  its 
conditions  of  registration  are  similar,  though  the  Canadian  book  will  not 
admit  performance  as  a  qualification  for  registration.  The  difficulty 
in  the  way  of  doing  so  is  that  the  Canadian  National  Records  office  has 
no  machinery  or  means  for  ascertaining  and  verifying  speed  records 
besides  since  February  of  1907  a  resolution  has  stood  on  the  minutes  of 
the  American  Trotting  Register  Association  giving  notice  that  in  the  near 
future  no  animals  will  be  admitted  excepting  under  Rule  1.  March  of 
1914  is  the  time  that  this  resolution  is  likely  to  come  into  effect.  Rule  1 
requires  that  all  animals  for  which  registration  is  asked  must  have  recorded 
sire  and  dam.     (See  page  68.)

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The  American  Horse  Registry  Association. — This  company  has  been 
in  business  at  Dos  Moines,  Iowa,  since  1888,  and  its  cnerRetic  secretary 
is  Mr.  N.J.  Harris.  According  to  the  literature  sent  out  by  him  it  appears 
that  the  Association  records  four  classes  of  horses,  namely,  Koadster, 
Draft,  Coach  and  Carriage.  The  principal  qualification  for  registry 
is  that  each  horse  is  subjected  to  a  "rigid"  score  card  test,  which  may 
be  made  out  by  the  owner,  who  is  requested  not  to  mark  his  horse  too  high. 
The  horse  is  eligible  for  recording  provided  that  the  animal  does  not  score 
below  eighty  points  of  the  standard  adopted  by  the  American  Registry 
Association.  The  fact  that  the  owTier  of  the  horse  is  permitted  to  do 
his  own  scoring  appears  to  be  a  sample  of  simplicity  entirely  out  of  keeping 
with  the  frailty  of  human  nature.  The  number  of  rejections  under  this 
form  of  score  card  test  may  be  safely  assumed  to  amount  to  almost  nothing. 
In  addition  to  the  "rigid"  score  card  test,  and,  presumably  for  good 
measure,  the  owner  is  required  to  have  his  horse  inspected  by  a  veterin- 
arian. It  may  be  plainly  seen  that  the  Association  is  apparently  stronger 
on  lines  of  individuality  than  of  pure  breeding,  consequently  all  documents 
purporting  to  be  certificates  of  registration  issued  by  The  American 
Horse  Registry  Association  cannot  be  accepted  in  Saskatchewan.  (See 
page  47,  Plate  XV.) 

The  Dominion  Draft  Horse  Breeders'  Society. — This  society  was 
established  at  Goderich,  Ontario,  and  incorporated  under  the  statutes 
of  that  province  on  the  twelfth  of  April,  1886.  Before  the  society  went 
out  of  business  some  years  ago,  there  had  been  published  four  volumes 
known  as  "A"  "B"  "C"  and  "D"  of  the  Dommion  Draft  Horse  Stud 
Book,  consisting  of  registration  of  Clydesdales  and  Shires  and  crosses  of 
the  two  breeds.  Many  horses  recorded  in  these  volumes  have  since  been 
incorporated  in  the  Canadian  Clydesdale  and  Shire  Stud  Books  at  Ottawa. 
There  are  still  a  few  of  the  certificates  of  registration  of  the  Goderich 
stud  book  in  existence  in  the  West,  particularly  those  issued  from  Volume 
D,  which  horsemen  are  advised  to  leave  alone.     (See  page  i8,  Plate  XVI.) 

The  Canadian  Draft  Horse  Stud  Book. — Established  at  Toronto  1882 
by  the  Agriculture  and  Arts  Association  of  Ontario.  Henry  Wade, 
secretary,  published  volume  I,  consisting  of  pedigrees  of  Clydesdales 
and  Shire  horses  and  crosses  of  the  two  breeds,  also  horses  imported 
from  England  and  Scotland  not  recorded  in  the  English  Shire  Stud  Book 
or  the  Clydesdale  Stud  Book  of  Scotland. 

The  German,  Hanoverian  and  Oldenburg  Coach  Horse  Association  of 
America. — The  secretary  of  this  association  is  J.  Crouch,  of  Lafayette, 
Indiana.  The  only  objection  to  recognising  certificates  of  registration 
from  this  record  is  that  in  the  absence  of  a  Canadian  stud  book  for  the 
above  mentioned  breed  it  has  been  deemed  prudent  to  accept  only  such 
horses  as  pure  breds  as  are  accompanied  with  old  country  German  certifi- 
cates of  registration.  This  is  the  procedure  laid  down  by  the  authorities 
of  the  Canadian  National  Live  Stock  Records,  Ottawa,  Ontario,  which 
is  a  course  that  has  not  been  deemed  advisable  to  depart  from,  at  least 
for  the  present.

The  Ontario  Draft,  Coach  and  Roadster  Association. — The  secretary 
of  this  a.ssociation  is  W.  McClellan  of  St.  Thomas,  Ontario.

If  an  animal  is  already  on  record  in  the  {)ro|)er  American 
stud  book,  a  certificate  of  registration  to  this  effect  should  !«•  forthcoming 
together  with  a  transfer  certificate  issued  by  the  stud  book  authorities 
showing  that  the  Canadian  purchaser's  ownership  is  on  record.  American

If  certificates  are  forwarded  to  the  office  of  the  Canadian  National 
Kecords  two  weeks  in  advance  of  the  time  of  shipment  of  horses,  import 
certificates  may  Ije  forwarded  to  the  purchaser's  home  address  or  to  the 
collector  of  customs  where  it  is  intended  to  pass  the  customs,  by  the  time 
of  the  arrival  of  the  shipment. 

Animals  may  be  declared  at  the  port  of  entry  into  Canada,  or  may  be 
8hippt>d  m  bond  to  any  desired  point.

In  the  event  of  duty  being  paid,  the  same  may  be  recovered  within 
one  year,  upon  the  witten  application  of  the  importer  to  the  customs 
house  where  paid.  The  application  must  be  accompanied  by  the  import 
certificate,  secured  from  the  Canadian  National  Record  Office,  Ottawa. 
As  this  application  and  import  certificate  have  to  be  forwarded  by  the 
local  customs  office  to  the  Customs  Department  at  Ottawa,  some  delay 
18  occasioned.  Refunds  are  made  by  the  Customs  Department  at  Ottawa. 
Ihe  Canadian  National  Records  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  matter,  other 
than  to  supply  the  import  certificates. 

Importers  should  fully  realise  that  applications  for  refunds  and  the 
providing  of  the  necessary  import  certificates  are  entirely  in  their  hands 
and  must  be  looked  after  by  themselves.

panied by  the  fee  of  $2.00  for  horses.  The  import  certificate  will  l)e  for- 
warded to  pass  the  customs  at  the  point  of  entry  into  Canada  or  elsewhere 
as  the  importer  may  direct. 

In  no  ca.se  should  the  importer  present  any  certificate  of  regist  ation 
to  the  Castom  authorities  other  than  the  in^port  certificate. 

Importers  should  be  careful  to  observe  the  veterinary  requirements 
m  connection  with  the  importation  of  animals.  Further  information 
may  be  procured  from  the  Veterinary  Director  General,  Ottawa,  Canada. 
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Duplicate  Canadian  Registration  Certificate.
